SLIGHT ASSISTANCE. 


New York, June 16—Special—A letter received here 


from an American officer in eastern Cuba pays a high compli- 
ment to the bravery of the Cuban insurgents, but says they 
make poor soldiers. They are intractable, and seem fitted 
only for guerrilla modes of warfare. They will not stand be- 
fore an enemy's fire as the Americans do, but break and run 
'or cover, doing their fighting chiefly from ambush. 
The 


writer doubts their value as allies and says the Americans 
•will be wise if they place no dependence upon the Cubans.

mantled, and all have suf^red more or less injury.

and when the final attack is made by the combined lard and 
naval forces Cervera's fleet will fall an easy prey to the 
American arms. Sampson's attacks are conducted systematic- 
ally, and his persistence is worrying the Spaniards greatly. 


Spain's Useless Fleets. -

manders, which has resulted in the practical destruction of 
one of the finest navies in the world. Cervera'fi conduct in 
bottling himself up in Santiago bay is inexplicable save on 
the hypothesis of treason or incapacity.
